Conference. It outlined the position of the 
church on the great questions of the day, 
political, temporal, and ecclesiastical. Many 
of the leading men present characterize it 
as the greatest expression of present day 
Methodism that has been uttered. It was. 
signed by thirteen of the Loard of Bishops. 


Points of the Address. 
The address, among other things, ex- 
sed the following points: 
earty concurrence in the 
resentation act. 
The conclusion that the time is not ripe 
for formal Christian unity. 
That the church has a message concerning 


trusts, labor unions, lockouts and strikes, 
capital and labor, tariffs and taxation, cur- 


rency and the colonies, but it is not one of

YARD WORKINGMEN. 


Dennis Hanafin of 2800 Archer Avenue 
Seriously Wounded While Attack- 
ing Laborers from E. L. Hedstrom’'s 

Plant at Thirty-fifth Street and Ash- 
land Avenue in a Street Car—Grand 


Others. 


Dennis Hana fin, 35 years old, and residing 
at 2800 Archer avenue, was shot and serious- 
ly wounded at 5:45 p. m. yesterday by Con- 
tractor James E. Mullaney during a labor 
riot near the coal yard and dock of E. L. 
Hedstrom at Thirty-fifth street and Ashland 
avenue, - 

Hatiafin is a union striker, With four 

companions he was assaulting non-union 
men returning home from work in the yards 
when the shooting took place. 
Hanafin was taken to the County Hos- 
pital and put under the influence of an an- 
esthetic. Dr. E. E. Reininger, in charge of 
his case, found that the bullet had penetrated 
the body near the groin and had buried itself 
in the pelvic cavity. It is believed the pa- 
tient will recover unless, blood poisoning sets 
it. If the bullet had struck an inch or two 
| higher it would have penetfated the abdom- 
inal cavity, and Hanafin's qhances for re- 
} covery would have been slight. 


Mullaney Held to Await Outcome. 
4 Contractor Mullaney was arrested by po- 
lice from the Deering Street Station. He 
was taken later to Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion, where he was held to await the outcome 
of Hanafin’s wound. A 

Hanafin and his companions: had been 
loitering about the Hedstrom yards for an 
hour waiting for the non-union coal heavers 
to leave for their homes. At 5:40 p. m. 
„rad men, who had taken places vacated by 
Strikers, quit unldading a boat at the dock 
and left,the yard. They were accompanied 


Burke and Oakey of the Deering Street Sta- 
tion. The policemen are stationed at the 
doek daily to prevent labor riots. 

The men waited in Ashland avenue fora 
car. As soon as one arrived they boarded 
it. The car had proceeded as far as Pitney 
court when the five striking union coal heav- 
ers jumped aboard. Some of the strikers 
were supplied with brass knuckles. Paying 
no heed to the two policemen, the union 
men began attacking the non-union men. 
The assaulted party fought back. Non- com- 
batants hastily left the car and fled to places 
of safety. 


Mullaney Shoots When Cornered. 

Mullaney fought off the assailants with- 
out drawing his revolver until he was 
crowded into a corner. Then, fearing for his 
life, he drew the weapon and fired into the 
attacking party. The bullet hit Hanafin, 
and he sank to the floor of the car. This 
stopped the fight. The car had been brought 
to a standstill. There was a rush for the 
doors, and union and non-union men fled in 
| all directions. 

Policeman Burke and Oakey got into ac- 
tion, however, and arrested Mullaney, the 
wound 
to be one of the attacking union men. 

Hanafin was carried to the Deering Street 
Station, and Mullaney and O’Connor were 
taken to the Thirty-fifth Street Station. 

ullaney was held to await the result of 

anafin's wound, while O'Connor was short- 
ly after released. on bond signed by Watney 
McGuire.

ROOSEVELT MAY MAKE TERMS. | 


Is Said to Have Plan to Accept V 
Presidency if McKinley Will Sup- 
port Him in 1904 for President. 


Washington, D. O. May 3.—- [Special. 
One of the New York Governor’s intimate 
friends said today: 

“When Governor Roosevelt comes to 
Washington next week he will see the Pres- 
ident. The Vice Presidency will be dis- 
cussed. Roosevelt will ask- President Mc- 
Kinley one question and demand one pledge. 
He will say to the President: ‘If I consent 
to gO on the ticket with you will you use 


| your Influence and get for me the influence 
of the Republican leaders to make me your 


successor?’ 

It MeKinley says yes Roosevelt will con- 
sent to accept a hurrah nomination at Phil- 
adelphia, on the ground that no man can 
withstand such a call to duty. If McKinley 
says no Roosevelt will refuse to accept the 
nomination, even if it is by acclamation. 

“ The Governor wants to be President. He 
thinks he will be President. He absolutely 
refuses to imperil his chances by taking the 
Vice Presidency unless he sees something in 
it for himself, If he can get pledges. from 
McKinley and from the other big Repub- 
licans of the country that they will practi- 
cally slate him for President in 1904 he will 
accept. If he cannot get these pledges he 
will run for Governor and take his chances 
in 1904 with Fairbanks, who will be a can- 
didate, and such other men as may be de- 
veloped.“ 


ROCKEFELLERS ARE AT OUTS. 


Frank and His Family Leave Cleveland 
Church as a Result cf the Differ- 
@enees with John D. 


Cleveland, O., May 3.—[Special.]—The 
greatest church sensation which Cleveland 
has ever experienced was made public to- 
day by the announcement that Frank Rocke- 
feller and his wife and three daughters had 
resigned from the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
Church. 

The letter of resignation is the outcome of 


a series of quarrels between John D. Rocke- 


feller and his brother Frank. The climax 
to the family differences of the Rockefellers 
came when, about two months ago, the Rev. 
H. C. Applegarth resigned as pastor of the 
Euclid avenue church because of differences 
he had had with the Standard Oil magnate. 


Mr. Rockefeller and the Rev. H. C. Apple- 


garth have long been intimate personal 
friends. Frank stood by the pastor and re- 
sented what he thought was his brother's 
attempt to “ run the church.“ 

The pastor resigned, however, but was 
urged to reconsider his step by the parish- 
oners. Among the most urgent requests that 
he reconsider his resignation was that of 
Frank Rockefeller. So conspicuous were 


the efforts of Frank in behalf of the pastor 


and so determined were the efforts of his 
powerful brother in the opposite direction 
that open hostility resulted, followed by the 
resignation of the former from the church.

cago reformed yesterday. The Count“ 
has been keeping a saloon at 8082 Strand. 
He was refused a license a few days ago, in 
accordance with a report by the police: 
When he heard the news the Count“ 
announced that his reform would be car- 
ried out in a practical and thorough man- 
ner yesterday afternoon when he proposed 
to throw away all his stock of liquors. The 
announcement created great excitement in 
the neighborhood, and the front of the 
Count's saloon was thronged. Promptly 
at 3 o' clock he appeared and began throwing 


bottles of whisky, wine. ale, porter, and 


stout into the middle of the street. The 
crowd scrambled for the prizes and anxiously 
waited, while the Count went back and 
reappeared with a second armful of bottles, 
which were also hurled into the street. Then 
the “Count” explained that he had de- 
cided. that it was wrong to sell liquor, and 
henceforth he would dispense only ginger 
pop, milk shake, and lemonade. 

His neighbors applauded his remarks and 
approved his resolutions of reform, but, after 
counting up the bottles he had thrown 
away, insisted that he had not reformed 
enough and that he must have some bottles 
of whisky left. 

Captain Rehm of the South Chicago Police 
Station instructed his men to keep a sharp 
eye on the reformed “ Count and see that 
he did not become a back-slider. 


ARMOUR INTERESTED IN OIL. 


Chicago Capitalist Said to Have Taken 
Steps to Develop California Pe- 
troleum Field. 


Les Angeles, Cal., May 3.—[Speclal. ]}—Dur- 
ing his winter residence at Pasadena Philip 
D. Armour of Chicago made a close study 
of the oil industry of southern California, 
that now is engaging so much attention. 
Mr. Armour and others interested engaged 
a number of experts, Who made a critical 
examination of 1,500 acres of oll-bearing 
lands near San Fernando, in this county. 
The experts and ojl-drillers left for the lands 
today to begin operations, and three wells 
will at once be sunk. The entire project has 
been merged into the Armour Oil company, 
incorporated under the laws of Arizona Ter- 
ritory, for $300,000. No stock will be soid 
and none will be placed on the market. 
Contracts for active drilling today were 
let. Ample capital has been secured to push 
the development that the company has 
planned.

Carter Forces Hope to Control. 

Meanwhile, at the same hour, Judge Carter, 
Henry L. Hertz, James Pease, F. W. Up- 
ham, Senator Dan Campbell, Adam Wolf, 
Fred Busse, Sam B. Raymonlli. and John J. 
Healy were still in a caucus in Judge Car- 
ter's headquarters at the Grand Pacific. 

Henry L. Hertz shortly before had come 
from a conference of representatives of the 
country towns at the Sherman House. 

Mr. Hertz said: 

“If we can get John A. Linn and Charles 
S. Deneen to join forces with us in the county 
convention this morning I believe the Carter 
element can control it. We have the county 
towns, and with Linn and Deneen and what 
we already have in the city we should have 
a majority of the delegates in the conven- 
tion.“ 

It was denied that any conference nad 
been held with Lorimer or Smyth or any 
other Hanecy . representative looking to a 
compromise. 


John M. Smyth and William Lorimer de- 
clared at 2 o'clock this morning that the sup- 
porters of Judge Hanecy for Governor elect- 
ed 736 delegates to the county convention. 
| As the total strength of that body is 1,115 
delegates, this number, if the machine is 
able to swing so many, will be amply sufli- 
cient to organize and control it. According 


to Mr. Smyth and Mr. Lament. that is what 


they expect to do. 


As chairman cf the County committee Mr. 
Smyth will call the convention to order in 
the First Regiment Armory at 10 a. m. It 
was agreed in the caucus at the Great North- 
ern Hotel early this morning that he also 
would be the temporary presiding officer. 

Whether the convention will proceed at 
once to business ard nominate a ticket or 
adjourn to some date after the State con- 
vention is one of the questions that is likely 
to come up for settlement. A number of 
prominent Republicans who will have seats 
as delegates were advocating, as a wise 
political move, the plan to postpone the 
nomination of a county ticket until after a 
Governor and other State offigers have been 
nominated next week, 

The proposition met with strong opposi- 
tion, but those who suggested it argued that 
better results might be accomplished by 
awaiting the results of the work at Peoria. 
The matter of greatest importance just now 
among the members of the Lorimer organ- 
ization is to secure the nomination of their 
candidate for Governor. 


Lorimer Men in Caucus. 

The Lorimer crowd was at Judge Hanecy's 
headquarters in the Great Northern Hotel 
conferring with the candidate until a late 
hour. Long after midnight, and in order to 
get away from the men who were thronging 
the rooms and cérridors in a scramble to ob- 
tain information, the chiefs quietly disap- 
peared and reassembled at the headquarters 
of the committee in the Adams Express 
Building. 

No attempt had been made to frame a reg- 
ular slate of candidates for the county of- 
fices. The information given out was that 
there was no probability of anything in this 
direction being done during the night. An 
understanding, it was said, might be reached 
this morning before the delegates assem- 
bled in convention. Everything. however, 
tended to indicate that Mr. Deneen, State's 
Attorney, Clerk of the Circuit Court Cook, 
Clerk of the Superior Court Linn, Recorder 
Simon, and Coroner Berz would all be re- 
nominated. The word given out was that 
Mr. Deneen’s nomination would be made by 
acclamation. So far as known there is no 
candidate in the field against him. 

That portion of the convention not under 
the control of the Smyth-Lorimer faction, it 
is expected, will present the hames of other 
candidates than Cook, Linn, and Berz for 
the offices of Clerk of the Circuit and Supe- 
rior Courts and of Coroner. It is under- 
stood, though, that they are all favorable 
to the renomination of Mr. Simon. There 
are a few delegates in the Lorimer camp 
who would like to defeat Mr. Simon, but it 
is not at all likely they will get an oppor- 
tunity. This element advocated the candi- 
dacy of John N. Hamberg of the Thirty- 
fourth Ward, who claims recognition be- 
cause of the fact that his ward elected a 
solid Hanecy delegation. 


Everybody seemed to be much at sea as 
to probable nominees for County Commis- 
sioners and President of the County board. 
It was generally conceded that James C. 
Irwin had lost any chance he may have had 
of securing a renomitfation. The drift of 
sentiment seemed to be largely in the direc- 
tion of Daniel D. Healy as Mr. Irwin's suc- 
cessor. 

There is no doubt that the feeling of bit- 
terness against Henry L, Hertz and James 
Pease for breaking the love feast ” agree- 
ment and coming out in support of Judge 
Carter’s candidacy for Governor is so strong 
that the majority is determined to make up 
a county ticket without their assistance. For 
the first time since the present machine was 
formed a caucus has been held on the eve of 
a convention, in which these men were not 
present and taking an active part.

MEAT BILL IN DANGER. 


COMPROMISE NOW OPPOSED BY GER-

It is evi 
‘dent the Agragrians wish to make the iss 
the occasion for a trial of strength with the 
government. 


Increases the Stamp Taxes. 

The Budget committee today voted to in- 
crease the stamp duties upon newly emitted 
domestic stocks from 1 to 2 per cent instead 
of 1%, as the Clericals first proposed, and 
upon foreign stocks from ½ to 2% per cent, 
instead of 2 per cent as proposed. Thestamp 
duties upon foreign mortgages and state 
loans are raised from six-eighths to eight- 
tenths per cent. On the other hand, the tax 


upon boerse transactions in stocks is in- 


creased from one-fifth per cent only one- 
twenty-fifth per cent, instead of one-twen- 
tieth per cent as first proposed. The in- 
creased stamp revenues are estimated at 
50,000,000 marks.

The Berlin art exhibition opened today. 
It is smaller than the one last year, but 
better selected and better arranged.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 3.—The rising of 
peasants in the vicinity of Rustchuk is as- 
suming alarming proportions. The peasants 
have succeeded in disarming some troops 
and have used rifies against others. Two 
officers and fifteen men have been killed or 
wounded. A similar number of peasants 
fell. About 3,000 peasants are now march- 
ing on Rustchuk against two battalions of 
troops sent to defend the town. 

LONDON, May 4.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail, describing the Rust- 
chuk riots, says: 

“The peasants stormed the prefecture, 
yelling for vengeance. They were armed 
with scythes, hatchets, pitchforks, and logs 
of wood. Only a few had firearms,

United States Judge Says Constitution 
Extended to Island on Treaty 
. Ratification. 


St: Paul, Minn., May 3.—[Special.]—*“ The 
ratification of the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Spain made Porto 
Rico American territory and subject to the 
constitution of the United States. No action 
of Congress was necessary.” 


This is the decision of Judge Lochren in 


the United States Court today in the case 
of Raphael Ortiz, the Porto Rican who is 
seeking release from the State prison at 
Stillwater on the ground that his trial for 
murder by a military court was unlawful, 
because, as an American citizen, he was en- 
titled to a trial by jury. 

His appilcation for a writ ofthabeas corpus 
is denied, however, on the ground that the 
island was in a state of war defore the rati- 
fication of the treaty, when the murder was 
committed, and that therefore the military 
court had jurisdiction. 

Unless the constitution extended to Porto 
Rico in advance of action by Congress, the 
court held Congress would have no power 
to legislate for the island at all.

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‘BISHOP TALKS OF SUITS.’ 


DR. THOBURN THINKS HOPKINS-ARM-| 


STRONG CASES WILL NOT BE TRIED. 


Head of Methodist Missionary Work in 


India States That Libel Claims Filed 
by Syracuse Women Asking 350,000 
Each Are Based on His Letters Ex- 
posing Their Work in Bombay— 
Wrote to Answer Inquiries—Plain- 
tiffs Promise Fight. 


J. M. Thoburn, Missionary Bishop of India 
been answering a few questions with 


reference to the libel suits for $60,000 each 
which have been filed against.him at Syra- 
cuse, N. V. The complainante are Mrs. G. 
F. Hopkins and Miss - Wilhelmina Arm- 
strong, sisters, who have had alléged mis- 
sionary experiences in Bombay and Lahore. 


“I do not care to say more than that the 


story of the damage suits is true,“ said the 
Bishop yesterday. The women had been 
acting as Methodist missionaries in India 
without authority from the church. Letters 
were written to me regarding them and as 
Bishop I felt it my duty to say that the two 
had been contracting debts which were not 
paid. These lettérs, referring only to finan- 
cial irregularities, are the basis of the suits. 
I think neither of them will come to trial.“ 


Work of Sisters in Bombay. 
According to the story from Syracuse, the 


two sisters went to Bombay in 1887. Miss 
Celina Armstrong—now Mrs. Hopkins—was 
Aa graduate physician, and established a 
hospital and training school under Meth- 
odist pretensions. She is said to have re- 
ceived liberal donations, most of the money 
coming from this country. 


In some way doubt was raised in this 


country, and the Bishop received two let- 
ters of inquiry. One was from a Methodist 
minister. The other, from a person whom 
the Bishop did not know, is suspected to 
have been sent as a decoy letter. In sub- 
stance, the Bishop’s answers were that the 
mission was not authorized by Methodists: 
that the women had left Bombay in debt, 
and that the mission had gone to pleces. 


Before leaving India Miss Celina Arm- 


strong was married to the Rev. G. F. Hop- 
kins, a Methodist minister, who is now 
living in Syracuse, though without a charge. 


Bishop Thoburn returned to the United 


States last fall. In November, just as he 
was ready to sail for India, papers were 
served on him citing him to appear in court 
to answer to the suits. He returned home 
last February, and the case was to have 
had a hearing on May 7. At the Bishop’s 
request, however, the hearing was post- 
poned until October, in order that he might 
collect his evidence in India. A special 
commission is at work on this. 


Story of Former Suit. 
According to the circulated story, Miss 


Celina Armstrong that was has had experi- 
ence in damage suits before this. It is said 
that a few years ago she fell from the steps 
of a train in Bombay, claimed to have re- 
ceived internal injuries, brought suit against 
the company for 500,000 rupees or $166,000, 
then let the suit go by default, not even a 
pearing in court. 


It is said that since Mrs. Hopkins’ return 


to America she established a hospital and 
training school at Omaha, but that.it, too, 
proved a failure. She is practicifig medicine 
in Syracuse. 


Declares Case Will Be Tried. 
Syracuse, N. T., May 3.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 


Celina Armstrong Hopkins says her libel 
suit against Bishop Thoburn will come to 
trial, “ just as certainly as he lives.“ She 
says Bishop. urn drove her out of India 
by malicious stories he circulated about her. 
7 “"Bishop Thoburn has hounded me from 
Place to place,” she said today. The only 
reason I can assign for his conduct is that 
he was jealous of Bishop Taylor, who sent 
my sister and me to the missionary field in 
India on the self-supporting basis. When 
we first landed in India his letters were 
there ahead of us, warning people against 
us as dangerous.“ As soon as my engage- | 
ment to the Rev. G. F. Hopkins was an- 
nounced, he tried to turn Mr. Hopkins 
against me. 


We came to Syracuse one year ago, and 


I was doing nicely in my profession until 
his sister, Miss Thoburn, came to Syracuse 
a few months ago to lecture. From that 
time on, and from the date of his return from 
India, my business began to fail. We start- 
ed at Omaha a private hospital, and it would 
not have failed if it had not been for Bishop 
Thoburn’s slander.” 


She says they left Bombay in debt because 


Bishop Thoburn ruined her business there. 
She refused to say anything about a suit 
against a railroad in India. 


RISKS LIFE TO SAVE A BIRD. 
Man Climbs from Window at Clark and 


Adams Streets and Frees a Pigeon 
While Crowds Cheer. 


Hundreds of people in the vicinity of Clark 


and Adams streets saw a man risk his life 
at noon yesterday to release a pigeon from 
captivity. The bird, it is supposed, had been 
trapped and had escaped, as a long string 
trailed to its foot. The pigeon had flown 
to the roof of the building on the northeast 
corner of Clark and Adams and the string 
caught ona nail. For half an hour the bird 
fluttered about, and, finally becoming ex- 
hausted, dropped and hung head downward. 
Then a window was raised and a man 
emerging started on his perilous attempt to 
rescue the bird. He succeeded after a timd 
and cut the string. The bird dropped a short 
distance and then ascended. The crowd 
cheered and the incident was over.
